ures relative to the actual cost to 
the city of collecting its own taxes. 

Mrs. Zahn pointed out that the 
cities of Oakland, San Leandro, 


Hayward, Emeryville, Pleasanton 


and Newark have such an agree- 
ment 

Mayor Howell expressed himself 
as/ taking a somewhat favorable 


view of such a plan but questioned 


whether it could be worked out 
without calling for an amendment 
to the charter which calls for an 
“A5SC880 r’ and a “tax collector” 
in the list of city officials. He said 
that Albany is a charter city and 
therefore in a somewhat different 


category from the cities Mrs. Zahn

Councilman Dlank warned that 
“This is something on which we 
should move slowly until the new 
county assessment rolls are com- 
pleted.” He also said that study 
hould be made to determine 
whether such a move would tend 
to increase the taxes being paid 
by \Ibany citizens, also calling 
attention to the fact there was a 
possibility the change gnight in- 
crease taxes sufficiently to more 
than wipe out any gauis muade in 
the city’s costs.
